The war tax act of Octeber 8. 1017, 

imposes a stamp tax on parcel post 
packages as follows: "Upon every 
parcel or package tran.'sported from one 
point in the United States to another 
by parcel post on whldi tiie postage 
amounts of 25 onto er more^ a 
tax of one cent tar eadi 25 cents or 
fractional part thereof charged for 
such transportation, to be paid by the 
eooslgnor. No sndi pared or pack- 
age shall be transported until a stamp 
or stamps representing the tax due 
shall have been afl5xed thereto." Thi.^ 
is not an amendment of the postal 
laws but a special war tss based on 
postage rates. There is no war tax 
on parcel post packages on whldi the 
is less th:in 25 cents.

UUISVILLE BANK GOES ON 
HONOR ROLL 




War, with its greedy demands, is 
fast swe^ing away the carefully 
tended foresta of Borope. Bren In 
England, which has been protected by 
its fleet from invasion, the ax of the 
woodman is making great changes in 
the appearance of the landscape. Re- 
ports say that the beautlfnl wood- 
lands, forests and groves toat have 
for centuries formed part of the 
charm of rural England are disappear- 
ing. 

It is expected that by the middle of 
this summer the British government 
will be converting trees into lumber 
at the rate of 6,000,000 tons per an- 
num. The old, careful methods of Ear 
rope, by which trees which had passed 
their prime were selected and indi- 
vidually chopped down, leaving the 
forest undisturbed, are being replaced 
by a stjie of lumbering more familiar 
here, says the Rochester TImee-Union. 
Canadian lumberjacks are swinging 
their axes in the New Forest and 
many other historic tracta, cutting a 
wide swath in much the same fashion 
as to the woods of BiltUA ColnBriito 
or nortiiem Ontario. 

Over In France, American forestry 
regiments are making a similar sweep 
through the woodlands. In Great Brit- 
ain replanting has followed the lum- 
bermaA, but it will take a century 
fully to cover the scars. In France 
there has been no chance to pay at- 
teotion to anything bat getting what 
was needed for the war. 

With European foresta thus laid low 
we should be the more careful to see 
that our own great resources are not 
reddeady wasted, and ahovM follow 
the example of the older countries in 
making even private owners guard foi^

The longest conttonoos sttetoh of 
sohm ettoe cable now working, that is, 
wtdMmt rday, is 8.4S8 nautical miles— 

that from Vancouver to Fanning Is- 
land In the Pacific, and the average 
distance without relay is much less 
than this. It Is evident, therefore, 
that on toe long transoceanic cables 
such as those across the Pacific, is- 
lands must be found for relay stations. 
This explains the rivalry of certain 
of toe Boropean nations for ihB pos- 
session of small, solitary Islets, scarce- 
ly more than mere rooks, and useless 
except for Just such a purpose as this. 
This was the reason for Germany's 
acquisition of tjk« Caroline and Mar- 
ianne Maads and later of one of the 
Samoan group, at the time of our war 
with Spain. Similarly England is to 
be found in possession of conveniently 
placed islands all ever the world. 



One of the aogt mfrniting of 
MeB pabUghnd Intdj is 
that contained in London dis- 
patches yesterday relating to the 
raising of submarined ships in 
British waters. It seems that 
this is the first inkling the world 
has been given that engineering 
projects of such magnitude had 
been attempted in the face of 
the moat annoying and perilous 
handieapa; and ehrOiiatkm niiitt 
rgoicio. Indaail. In thi haidihood 
and tba ningwrli^ ahility that 
hnva hionfht back Iran the 
dead in a year and n half over 
400 good ships.

Admitnity haa nAt been adver- 
tised, but its warn, has been no 
less heroic than that of the 
chasers and the sweepers and 
the men of the great dread- 
naoghta. Tbn ealvice ahips 
faced the Hon torpedo with na 
proper means of defense, we 
take it, while the winds and the 
wave made playthings d tbek 
most theriabed s qiiip — it . But 
the adiievement cannot be meas- 
ured now. This department is 
still raising ships; and when the 
wariaovarwe may expect to 
have a foil report of the vast 
work done at great hazard in the 
interest of humanity.— Loipville 
Times.

The gas-cloud,' the bayonet thnist. 
and the bullot wound have caused 
many a repetition in the war of the 
familiar ^orjr of the "Light that Fus- 
ed." But, anionji the thousands of 
corabatants whose blindness will ever 
through their lives prove a poignant 
sacrifice is one who almost miracnloos- 
ly has recovered his sight. And, as an 
inspiring sequel to the story of his 
physical rehabilitation, the victim has 
announced his intention of floiac back 
to the trenches. 

It was in the fierce fighting before 
O:.llipoli in 1915 that Thomas Skey- 
hin, a signaler in the Anzac forces, 
was instantly blinded by the blast of 
an exploding'shell. Months of service 
had given Skeyhill a deep Insight Into 
the motives tb.iit had induced his com- 
rades to sacrifice gladly their lives. In- 
capacitated for further fighting, he 
sought to preach the gospel of the al- 
lied effbrt from the lecture platform 
and through the press. Although bare-' 
ly over his majority — he had enli-te^ 
at the age of nineteen — be soon be- 
came known as a powerfully effectlTe 
lecturer. 

In America to Aid the Red Cross. 

Recently he left Australia, where 
his name had become a boaaeliold 
word, to come to Amerlea for a series 
of lectures in the interests of the Red 
Cross. His first addresses at San Fi an- 
cisco were beard by more than 150,000 
people. He met with similar sacecss e s 
fn Reno. Salt Lake City. Denvex and 
finally in the national capital.

"S. If a soldier have a mine, timber 
or farm claim, assessments on wlUcb 
are overdue, it shall be heM for blm. 

"9. Honor thy soldier and tby saOor 
that thy days may be long. 

**10. No man hath greater love than 
that he offer his life for the world's 
sake, and it is commanded tbat law- 
yers, loan sharks and titite 
shall not fatten on him."

This was in 1844, a few years after 
the first dental collese in America was 
founded in Baltimore. Doctor May- 
nard was also the inventor of the 
breeefa-loafflng Maynard rifle patented 
in IS.'Jl. which was the forerunner of 
the modern rifle. He died In Washing- 
ton hi 1»L

h most places where poultry is kept it is neressary to have yards inclosed 
fty aaltable fences which will confine the birds. When it is posslbie, however, 
•a allow the chlckeaa to hava fk«a w— ^ tMa la tte baat aid Mat aeowNBical 

wmy at keeping tbem. 

Fences dividing the lond into yards increase the cost of equipment, labor 

and maintenance, and there should he as few fences as possible, as land can be 
cultivated and kept sweei more easily if not fenced, and the value of fresh, 
OTreet land for poultry can hardly be overestimated. A grass sward can be 
■MOntained on sood stdl by allowioc 200 to 250 square feet of land per bird 
<217 or 174 birds to the acre), while more space is necessary on i>oor or light 
land. A lareer number of fowls are usually kept to the acre where double 
yards are used, and the land is frequently cultivated. Plymouth Rocks and 
tte heavy memt birds in small yards require fences live to six feet high, while 
a fence six to aeven feet biifii is necessary for L^borns. The upper two feet 
ml tbe fence for the latter may be inclined inward at an angle of 30 degrees, or 
• atrand or two of barbed wire may be used on top of the resrular wire to help 
them confined, while it is sometimes necessary to clip the flipht feathers 
one wing of those birds which persist in getting out. It is not advisable to 
«ae a board or strip akmc the top of the f oice. as hens will often fly over one 
■a conatnicted.

Burbank's Liberty Wheat 
Gives Promise That Bread 
Is to Be More Abundant 

As Luther Burbank has not been in 
the habit of indulging in baseless sen- 
sations, the announcement fton Santa 
Bosa that, after eleven years of ex- 
perimentation, he has evolved a wheat 
plant which will yield an average of 
forty bushels to the acre of grain 
possessing a hi^ percentage of i^a- 
ten beooBMa newa of fliat io^OTtance, 
asserts a writer in the New York 
World. 

Altliough the wheat crop of the 
United States ia greater than tiiat of 

any other nation, the average yield to 
the acre has always been compara- 
tively small. Some years ago it did 
not exceed twelve bushels. Taking 
into aeeoant what Mr. Burbank has 
done in the matter of potatoes, apples 
and plums, to say nothing of flowers, 
as to which he has almost wrought 
miracles, we may easily accept at face 
value wbatefer he has to ady In re- 
gard to cereals. 

Wheat flour has become so vital as 
a food of civilization that strenuotis 
efforts have been made to extend the 
acreage and by more careful methods 
of tillage to increase the average prod- 
uct.

We have the opportunity to enlist 
in this "volunteer army of production 
and savtag." In (Sermany it is a mat 
ter of compulsion. The iron hand ol 
the German autocracy forces it harshly 
upon the German people, depriving 
them not merely of luxuries, but of the 
barest necessities of life. We are ask- 
ed in America to voluntarily postpone 
our needless luxuries so that our sol 
diers and sailors may not lack theii 
necessary equipment. What the Ger 
man nation does under rigid compul- 
sion, certainly Americans will do in a 
mild way voluntarily. It is unthink 
able that there is a man, woman oi 
child in America who will refuse tc 
sign the pledge to save and to invest 
a portion of tha savings la War Sav- 
ings Stamps. 

We must respond to the President'.- 
solemn appeal — we must sign the 
pledges, not because we feel forced to 
but because it is an opportunity for us 
to help win tha war.

But if we continue 
to squander goods at the same time 
that we double our demands by sup- 
pljing the Government for war pur- 
poses, we are wasting labor and mate- 
rial of which we will be in sore need 
after the war.

It Ig not essential to one' health that 
one bathe frequently, according to the 
hypothssis s^omided b:^ Vllhjalmur 
StefSansson. the arctic explorer, in a 
philosophical discussion of scurvy In 
the Medical Review of Reviews. Mr. 
Stefansson asserts bathing is purely 
aa esthetic prinditls and that ttm 
value of cleanliness to health has not 
been established by the medical prac- 
titioners. 

Mr. StefanssonVs pronouncement 
will be greeted with JobUatloD by the 
elemeots which possess aa iBgrown 

dislike for hydrogen and oxygen In 
proportl<"in« nf two to one-. It has been 
accepted as dogmatic by the Mexican 
pelados for years, who as a religious 
fanctloa, bathe only on St John's 
day. which Is celebrated early in May. 

"Much of what the onlinary practi- 
tioner tells you about 'bathing for 
health* Is either not yet demonstrated 
as tnw or else is demonstrably un- 
true," declares Mr. Stefensson. "The 
fact Is that, according to the point of 
view, cleanliness is a matter of esthet- 
ics or else of taboo obMrvwce litter 
than of health." 

The explorer makes an apology in 
the article for his attack on medical 
orthodoxy by declaring he has been 
divorced from medical books and jour- 
nals for more than ten years. Mr. 
Stefansson wrote the treatise while 
in the arctic rcfrion in 1010.
